A 
town with low value gets more. 
relatively speaking than does a 
town with high value. 

- A few years ago this principal 
was fought out in court. in what 
was called the Springfield deci- 
sion. The decision was that all 
towns and cities must assess 
properties at 100°.. That. said the 
court. was the law 

Wilmington was quick to jump 
on that bandwagon. and it was all 
alone. or nearly so. Other towns 
still continued to assess at only a 
portion of true value. as for in- 
stance Tewksbury (or North An- 
dover today) 

Wilmington, consequently, lost 
out on state funds, More money 
went to the towns which were not 
obeying the decisions in the 
Springfield case. 

After a few years the town 
fathers in Wilmington. relatively 
speaking. shrugged their shoulders 
and said “What's the use?”

\ few years ago. in Tewksbury. 
there were homes which were be- 
ing assessed at 30 or 40 percent of

Finally there was a complete 
reappraisal. a move which was 
supported by the assessors.

The relative tax rate in that town 
is $54.50. In Milford it is $47.84, in 
North Adams (which is a city) it is 
$47.45. In Winchester it is $47.10.

The DAT measures 

The Differential Aptitude Test 
measures verbal reasoning, 
numerical ability, abstract reason- 
ing. clerical speed and accuracy, 
mechanical reasoning, space 
relations... spelling and lahguage 
usage 

Verbal reasoning means the 
ability to understand ideas ex- 
pressed in words. Numerical abili- 
ty indicates how well the student 
understands ideas expressed in 
numbers. The combined verbal 
plus numerical factors deal with 
the general scholastic aptitude, 
the ability to learn from books and 
to master school subjects. 

Abstract reasoning is a measure 
of reasoning power, the ability to 
understand ideas which are not 
presented in words and numbers. 
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~ Fred ER Cain. 
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Parents/students learn about career planning 


Clerical speed and accuracy is a 
measure of speed and accuracy in 
doing paper work. Mechanical 
reasoning measures one's com- 
prehension of mechanical prin- 
ciples and devices Space 
relations deals with the ability to 
visualize in three dimensions or to 
picture mentally the shape, size 
and position of objects shown in a 
picture Language usage is a 
measure of how well one dis- 
tguishes between correct and im- 
proper grammar, punctuation and 
capitalization. 

In addition to receiving their 
children’s test results, the parents 
were also given information about 
the use and misues of testing infor- 
mation, the need for early decision 
making in the life-planning 
process, and the role of the school, 
parents and the child in identifying 
strengths and aptitudes in order to 
apply them wisely to course selec- 
tion. 

Mrs. Athanasia has defined an 
aptitude as a capacity to learn any 
given skill. As to why the DAT is 
given, Mrs. Athanasia noted that it 
helps students better understand 
their abilities, including their 
strengths and weaknesses, and, by 
so’ doing, it helps them in making 
more intelligent academic and 
career decisions. An open discus- 
sion followed the presentation.
